To  a great  many  students  Homecoming 
is  just  another  activity.  Another  chance  for 
a date,  a dance  or  a concert. 

The  publicity  beginning  to  appear  around 
the  campus  and  the  articles  appearing  in 
the  paper  are  largely  ignored  or  tacitly 
noted.  Many  students,  who  have  successfully 
survived  Homecoming  in  past  years  view 
efforts  to  generate  enthusiasm  with  aloof- 
ness and  unconcern. 

This  lack  of  interest  may  be  partially 
explained  by  the  fact  that  Homecoming  isn’t 
really  designed  for  the  benefit  of  students 
currently  enrolled  in  the  university.  . .in- 
stead it  is  intended  for  the  alumni  and  other 
supporters  of  the  school.

HOUSING 

Editor: 

I would  like  to  offer  a possible 
remedy  for  married  students 
seeking  housing  accommodations. 

My  husband  and  I both  stud- 
ents who  receive  no  support  what- 
soever from  our  parents.  When 
we  were  married  in  August  1966 
we  knew  we  were  not  going  to 
pay  rent  to  live  in  this  town.  We 
both  have  definite  hostilities  to- 
ward paying  for  another  person’s 
real  estate.  We  shopped  around 
and  found  that  there  are  plenty 
of  very  nice  homes  with  com- 
plete basements  for  sale  in  the 
$9,000  to  $11,000  price  range.  By 


arranging  to  buy  directly  from 
the  owner  and  not  through  a bank, 
we  pay  only  interest. 

We  contracted  to  buy  an  older 
well-kept,  two -bedroom  brick 
home  with  a complete  basement 
for  $11,000.  The  down  payment 
of  $500  was  supplemented  by  pay- 
ing an  additional  $500  this  Sep- 
tember (one  year  later).  We  both 
worked  these  past  two  summers. 

Our  house  payments  are  $100 
a month  of  which  we  obtain 
$80.00  a month  from  the  students 
(married  with  two  children)  who 
rent  the  two-bedroom  portion  up- 
stairs. Our  “rent”,  including 
utilities,  comes  to  about  $35.00  a 
month. 

The  best  part  is  that  when  we 
leave  Provo  and  sell  the  house 
we  will  get  at  least  $11,000  for 
our  home.  In  the  long  run,  our 
money  will  be  refunded  by  a good 
investment.  (We  also  get  as  a 
bonus  voting  rights  in  city  elec- 
tions.) The  immediate  aspect  is 
a nice,  comfortable  basement 
apartment  for  35  00  a month.

SAIGON  (UPI)— Viet  Cong  Guer- 
rillas using  classic  ambush  tactics 
which  almost  won  the  war  two 
years  ago  destroyed  the  combat  ef- 
fectiveness of  a U.S.  1st  Infantry 
Division  Battalion  Tuesday  in  a 
battle  northwest  of  Saigon  that 
killed  the  battalion’s  leaders. 

Among  the  58  Americans  killed 
were  the  battalion  commander,  Lt. 
Col.  Terry  Allen  Jr.,  son  the  gen- 
eral who  commanded  the  same  di- 
vision in  World  War  II,  and  Maj. 
Donald  Holieder,  a former  West 
Point  football  All-American  who 
was  killed  when  he  rushed  forward 
to  take  over  from  Allen.  Another 
61  men  were  wounded. 

The  Americans  killed  103  Com- 
munists—many  of  them  North  Viet- 
namese regulars  who  had  infiltra- 
ted through  Laos  and  Cambodia 
into  the  Iron  Triangle,  a one-time 
guerrilla  stronghold  north  and 
northwest  of  Saigon. 

Heavy  air  losses  were  reported 
over  North  Vietnam  in  strikes  10 
miles  from  the  border  of  Commun- 
ist China  Tuesday— four  planes  and 
four  pilots.  They  brought  total  loss- 
es over  the  north  to  705  planes  as 
they  hit  the  Lang  Son  railroad' 


bridge  10  miles  from  China,  the 
Kien  An  MiG  airfield  five  miles 
southwest  of  Haiphong  and  the 
Lang  Giai  railyards  70  miles  north- 
east of  Hanoi.

Featured  at  the  S5nnposium  were 
nine  papers  dealing  with  various 
archaeological  findings  concerning 
the  scriptures.  Titles  included 
“Confirmation  of  Parts  of  Joseph 
Smith’s  Explanation  of  the  Fac- 
similes of  the  Book  of  Abraham” 
by  Darold  M.  Marlow;  “Sennach- 
erib’s Invasion  of  Judah”  by  Don- 
ald W.  Forsyth;  and  Richard  L. 
Anderson’s  “A  Correlation  of  Ram- 
say’s View  of  the  Seven  Churches 
and  the  LDS  Ccaicept  of  Ai>ostasy.” 

Dr.  Christensen  presented  “The 
Phoenician  Theory  of  New  World 
Origins  Re-examined”  while  “An- 
other LocJc  at  the  ‘Phoenician’  or 
Hebrew-like  Inscription  Near  Los 
Lunas,  New  Mexico”  was  given  by 
Lewis  R.  Church. 

The  roller  stamp  found  at  Tlatil- 


co was  discussed  by  Welby  W. 
Ricks  in  “A  Possible  Linear  Script 
from  Preclassic  Mexico.”  Follow- 
ing this  was  a paper  entitled  “Pos- 
sible Mesoamerican-Andean  Lin- 
guistic Connections  and  Their  Sig- 
nificance for  the  Book  of  Mormon” 
by  Lyle  R.  Campbell. 

The  final  presentation  of  the  day 
was  given  by  Dr.  M.  Wells  Jake- 
man.  It  was  titled  “Stela  5,  Izapa, 
Mexico;  Some  Recent  Attacks  Up- 
on the  Book  of  M^mon  Explana- 
tion of  this  Ancient  Sculpture,  and 
a Detailed  Rebuttal.”

The  vase  was  doubly  glazed  as 
are  fine  pieces  of  china  today. 
First  the  white  body  was  fired. 
Then  the  colors  were  applied  in  a 
process  known  as  underglazing  be- 
cause the  thidt  glaze  and  final 
firing  is  done  over  the  top. 


The  ornamentation  is  detailed 
down  to  the  individual  moustache 
hairs  on  a sword-swinging  guard. 
The  scenes  represented  come  from 
The  Romance  of  the  Three  King- 
doms, according  to  the  appraiser. 

The  bronze  pieces  and  vase  will 
be  housed  in  A-501  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center,  the  Elbert  E.  East- 
mond  Art  Seminar  Room. 

Also  on  exhibit  will  be  the  orien- 
tal ivory  collection  of  LeRoy  Pha- 
ris,  presented  in  memory  of  his 
wife  Pearl  Jones  Pharis.  These  ob- 
jects are  in  ivory,  amber  and  cer- 
amics, delicately  carved  and  col- 
ored.
